IT IS KOrHJiTNGIENT CITY 


Washington, D. G, Mar. 8.—Should 


the German anny of invasion con- 
tinue its onward march through Rus- 
sia and ultimately reach Petrograd, 
which is rumored to be the goal of 
the movement, the Germans would 
ccme into possession of one of the 
richest prizes of the war. TheJJuB 
sian capital is a city of grctet wealth 
as well as of great magnificence. The 
national palaces, museums and art 
galleries of the city are filled with 
collections of priceless value. The 
great cathedrals arc filled with untold 
riches. A levy upon tho city and its 
citizens, as was done in 
Belgium, 


•\ou!d yield thc German conquerors 
millions in gold. 


Petrograd is in many ways unique 


among citizens. Only a century and 
a half ago the little peninsula on 
which the city stands was nothing 
more than a dreary, marshy waste, 
surrounded by thickets and forests 


d inhabited by a few lonely Finnish 


fishermen. The region was, however, 
always looked upon by the peonies in 
the interior as important -for their 
Uade. Novgorod 
and Dskov both 


made determined 
efforts to secure 


control over it. They buill forts at 
various points in this region during 
thc thirteenth and fourteenth centur- 
ies, and, in their efforts thus to safe- 
guard themselves, they were forever 
coming into violent contact with tUe 
Swedes. 


Thc Swedes, too, erected forts, and 


during the sixteenth century, it was 
only by means of almost continuous 
fighting that, first Novgorod, and then 
Moscow, maintained its supremacy. 
[n the seventeenth century the power 
of the Swedes steadily increased, un- 
tU finally Moscow was compelled to 
ceda the district to Sweden. With thc 
first year of the eighteenth century, 
however, the position began to be re- 
versed. In 1700 Peter thc Great com- 
menced his wars with Sweden and be- 
fore long drove the Swedes from the 
region surrounding thc mouth of thc

THE WOMAN'S CLUB'

In 1702, even before peace had been 


established with Sweden, Peter thc 
Great gave orders for the erection ol 
the city which he named after his 
patron saint, St. Peter. All obstacle o 
were borne down in accomplishing his 
purpose. Vast armies of people from 
all parts of Russia were removed to 
,Ke banks of thc Neva to build and to 
colonize. Great piles were driven 
deep into the marshlands, in hundreds 
and thousans, and on these houses 
were erected in all directions. Every- 
:hing, in fact, that could be done wab 
done to create a capital, and to create 
it as quickly as possible. 


Once fairly launched, the new city 


grew apace. As time went on, a sys- 
tem of canals was developed connect- 
ing the upper Volga and the Dnciper 
v/ith the great lakes of the north, and 
:hus, as far as commerce was con- 
cerned, the mouth of the Volga was 
transferred to thc Gulf of Finland, 
foreigners flocked in great number 
aftci a time to the new city, and tlto 
Russian capital became what it has 
always remained, one of the most cos- 
mopolitan towns in Europe: 
Under 


the Empress 
Elizabeth, fresh com- 


pulsory measures raised the popula- 
tion to 150,000 and during the reign 
of Catherine II. this figure was al- 
most doubled. 


Today, where only a century and a 


naif ago stood a few mud huts of 
fishermen, reigns a city of marvellous 
bnauty—a city of palaces and cathed- 
rals, of theaters and boulevards and 
universities. Truly, a rich prize for 
the Teuton invader.

THE USE OF NITRATE OF SODA 


The importance of nitrate of socia 


by the government as a means of in- 
crt-asoing- food production makes the 
i:se of this fertilizing material of es- 
pecial interest at this time. It should 
be used in such a way as to g-ive a 
maximum increase in crop yields. So 
fir as possible its use should be con- 
fined to crops used directly as food. 


Experiments 
at the Pennsylvania 


State College conducted for thirty- 
five years give definite information 
relative to the value of nitrate of soda 
on corn and wheat grown in the com- 
mon four-year rotation of corn, oats, 
wheat and grass.- These results show 
that even at present high prices of 
grain crops, little profit will result 
from the use of nitrate of soda for 
com and wheat. Of the other two 
crops, wheat gives greater assurance 
of profit than corn. 


Figuring com at $1.25 a bushel in 


tlie field, nitrate of soda as an aver- 
nge for a period of thirty-five .years 
has been worth, when applied to this 
crop, $44.75 a ton. Valuing wheat at 
$2 a bushel unharvestcd, which is 
more than the 1918 guaranteed price, 
nitrate has been worth $95.04 a ton. 
The residual effect of the nitrate ap: 
plied to corn and wheat on the fol- 
lowing oat and grass crops haa been 
of some additional value.

of soda. For any assurance of profit- 
able increases in yields of corn and 
wheat from nitrate of soda, phosphor- 
ic acid must first be supplied in liber- 
al amounts. Where the grain crops 
ire manured or where they follow a 
heavy clover sod, there would be lit- 
tle chance of profit from nitrate at 
present, prices, according to E. L. 
Wortnen, of the 
agronomy depart- 


ment of the Pennsylvania State Col- 
lege.

Washington, D. G, Mar. 8.—Should 


the German anny of invasion con- 
tinue its onward march through Rus- 
sia and ultimately reach Petrograd, 
which is rumored to be the goal of 
the movement, the Germans would 
ccme into possession of one of the 
richest prizes of the war. TheJJuB 
sian capital is a city of grctet wealth 
as well as of great magnificence. The 
national palaces, museums and art 
galleries of the city are filled with 
collections of priceless value. The 
great cathedrals arc filled with untold 
riches. A levy upon tho city and its 
citizens, as was done in 
Belgium,

Petrograd is in many ways unique 


among citizens. Only a century and 
a half ago the little peninsula on 
which the city stands was nothing 
more than a dreary, marshy waste, 
surrounded by thickets and forests 


d inhabited by a few lonely Finnish 


fishermen. The region was, however, 
always looked upon by the peonies in 
the interior as important -for their 
Uade. Novgorod 
and Dskov both 


made determined 
efforts to secure 


control over it. They buill forts at 
various points in this region during 
thc thirteenth and fourteenth centur- 
ies, and, in their efforts thus to safe- 
guard themselves, they were forever 
coming into violent contact with tUe 
Swedes.

cerned, the mouth of the Volga was 
transferred to thc Gulf of Finland, 
foreigners flocked in great number 
aftci a time to the new city, and tlto 
Russian capital became what it has 
always remained, one of the most cos- 
mopolitan towns in Europe: 
Under 


the Empress 
Elizabeth, fresh com- 


pulsory measures raised the popula- 
tion to 150,000 and during the reign 
of Catherine II. this figure was al- 
most doubled. 


Today, where only a century and a 


naif ago stood a few mud huts of 
fishermen, reigns a city of marvellous 
bnauty—a city of palaces and cathed- 
rals, of theaters and boulevards and 
universities. Truly, a rich prize for 
the Teuton invader.

THE USE OF NITRATE OF SODA 


The importance of nitrate of socia 


by the government as a means of in- 
crt-asoing- food production makes the 
i:se of this fertilizing material of es- 
pecial interest at this time. It should 
be used in such a way as to g-ive a 
maximum increase in crop yields. So 
fir as possible its use should be con- 
fined to crops used directly as food. 


Experiments 
at the Pennsylvania 


State College conducted for thirty- 
five years give definite information 
relative to the value of nitrate of soda 
on corn and wheat grown in the com- 
mon four-year rotation of corn, oats, 
wheat and grass.- These results show 
that even at present high prices of 
grain crops, little profit will result 
from the use of nitrate of soda for 
com and wheat. Of the other two 
crops, wheat gives greater assurance 
of profit than corn. 


Figuring com at $1.25 a bushel in 


tlie field, nitrate of soda as an aver- 
nge for a period of thirty-five .years 
has been worth, when applied to this 
crop, $44.75 a ton. Valuing wheat at 
$2 a bushel unharvestcd, which is 
more than the 1918 guaranteed price, 
nitrate has been worth $95.04 a ton. 
The residual effect of the nitrate ap: 
plied to corn and wheat on the fol- 
lowing oat and grass crops haa been 
of some additional value.

of soda. For any assurance of profit- 
able increases in yields of corn and 
wheat from nitrate of soda, phosphor- 
ic acid must first be supplied in liber- 
al amounts. Where the grain crops 
ire manured or where they follow a 
heavy clover sod, there would be lit- 
tle chance of profit from nitrate at 
present, prices, according to E. L. 
Wortnen, of the 
agronomy depart- 


ment of the Pennsylvania State Col- 
lege.
